The City of Torrance did 

not have a single fatality

during any of the throe and 
four-dav holiday periods dur­ 
ing I960.

The door apparently has 
not been slammed on Tor­ 
rance as the future location 
of the South Bay Superior 
Court, it was learned yes­ 
terday from county offi 
cials.

Possibility of reconsider­ 
ing proposal to locate the 
court facility in Inglewood 
was voiced by the same of­ 
ficials although they felt 
that the possible inclusion 
of Rolling Hills Estates, 
and Palos Verdes Estates- 
in the court district might 
not be enough to swing the 
location to Torrance.

John Leach Jr., assistant 
county administrative offi­ 
cer, reported that he had 
suggested the Inglewood 
location because it was 
closer to the geographical 
and population centers of 
the district than was Tor­ 
rance. He added that the 
decision was made without 
considering the possible in­ 
clusion of the two southern 
communities.  

Now a part of the 
Beach Superior Court Dis­ 
trict, the city councils am' 
Chambers of Commerce ol 
the two communities, and 
the Lomita Chamber of 
Commerce last week had 
requested inclusion in the 
new district.

A strongly worded tele­ 
gram was also sent to Lin- 
don 8. Hollingor. county 
administrative officer last 
week, signed by Mayor Al­ 
bert Isen pointing that the 
court site, if located in In­ 
glewood. would bo on the 
northern periphery of the 
district. Me also noted that 
in the City of Torrance had 
offered f r e e land for (he 

"court and associated build­ 
ings in the proposed oivir 
center development.

The telegram read:
"City of Torrance consi­ 

ders premature Hollinger 
recommendation for south­ 
west Superior Court loca­ 
tion. Public convenience

;md interest requires re­ 
consideration of district 
boundaries. Inglewood does 
not and cannot adequately 
serve the needs of the peo­ 
ple of the South Bay-Lo­ 
in ita - Gardena - Torrance 
and Palos Verdes Peninsula 
areas. We urge full recon­ 
sideration at county admin­ 
istrative office level and 
further study of district 
court bounderies. Torrance 
civic center with free land 
grant and unlimited free 
public parking is available."

Year's end surveys of acci­ 
dent records in the City of 
Torrance were completed this 
week and indicated a large 
reduction in the number of 
traffic injuries and fatalities 
and in the number of acci­ 
dents.

Major cause of the reduc­ 
tions, reports Chief of Police 
Percy Bennett, is the con­ 
centrated efforts of the per­ 
sonnel of the Traffic Divi­ 
sion, excellent engineering 
planning by the city's traffic 
engineers and the cooperation 
of the City Council.

Fatality rate in t h e city- 
dropped from 11 fatalities in 
195!) to seven in 1900. the re­ 
port shows. A reduction of 
traffic accidents by 21 per­ 
cent and a savings of $300,000 
to the taxpayers was also in­ 
dicated.

Other accident facts shown 
are:

Three of the seven fatali­ 
ties were pedestrians. Two of 
them were killed during 
darkness and the pedestrians 
were wearing dark clothing 
at the time of the accidents. 
All throe were killed between 
the hours of 5 p.m. and 8 
p.m., which are the peak
